Every time we reach a stage 
where a person cannot walk into 
any office or store and secure 
a job immediately, there is talk 
about wives who take jobs and 
prevent others from getting them,

member of a family works the 
other must keep house, With 
such an act we could leave it 
up to the husbands and wives

Comes Home 

For the last several years, 
employees of a certain type have 
“laughed yat anyone who told 
them they should get themselves 
equipped to handle a job. They 
didn't know any better and they 
wouldn't listen to advice, They 
applied for jobs without either 
training or adequate education, 
and for the most part they were 
not interested in qualifying. As 
to how’ they could expect to b 
of any use js a mystery. In fagt 
I doubt if some of them even 
thought it was necessary to be 
able to offer any particular ser- 
vice. They simply expected to 
be employed and paid, 

Since advice would not change 
them, cold experience must, and 
while it may be a painful process, 
quite a number of these people 
are going to learn, by being un- 
employed, that if one wants a 
job one must be eady to learn 
how to render service in order 
to qualify for that job. 

Employers have found, how- 
ever, that in the case of married 
women, they were usually de- 
pendable, They are only working 
because they had some definite 
reason for working and they con- 
centrated on their jobs. The cold 
fact is that in many cases these 
married women can compete 
with younger women and men, 
and deliver a better days work 
On the basis of value, they ge 
the jobs, and even now when 
there are more workers avail- 
able they can usually hold those 
jobs. 


Married Woman 
Under Handicap 


A married woman works under 
a certain handicap, and all other 
things being equal, an employer 
would prefer a man or a single 
woman, If, in spite of that handi- 
cap, the married woman can com- 
pete successfully in the open 
employment market, it simply 
means that the others are not suf- 
ficiently efficient, and for that 
they can bleme themselves, 

To ban married woman from 
working would simply be a 
matter of encouraging ineffici- 
ency. To permit married women 
to work is to challenge the others 
to get busy and show that they 
are more capable. If they are, 
they will have employment. If 
they are not, it is about time 
they began examining their own 
abilities instead of worrying so 
much about outlawing their mar-

The theory upon which the 
secretary general appears to be 
operating is that what it has 
proved impossible to accomplish 
at lower levels of international 
intercourse can be achieved at 
the top levels. 


Application to 
U.S., Soviet 

It is precisely the same belief 
that is behind the recurrent 
clamor for a meeting between 
Generalissimo Stalin and Presi- 
dent Truman. 

The trouble with that theory 
js that, in the context of the 
present international order, it 
simply does not make sense, 

Where there is among nations 
a will to agree, no full dress con- 
ferences are needed, except pos- 
sibly for publicity purposes, Le. 
to dramatize the agreement. 

That was true of the negotia- 
tions that led to the signing of 
the Atlantic pact, a revolution- 
ary departure in the foreign pol- 
icy of this nation and of other

Implicit in this attitude Is that 
each side has something to give 
as well as something to receive. 

But what are the facts? 

Since the end of the war Russia 
and the United States have been 
co-signatories of many interna- 
tional agreements, among them 
the Yalta pact, the Charter of 
the United Nations, the Potsdam 
agreement, the peace treaties 
with the Axis satellites 

Russia has violated the letter 
and spirit of every one of these 


pacts. Nor has she manifested 
the slightest disposition to re- 
treat from that cynical course 


upon which she embarked before 
the ink was dry on the Yalta 
agreement. 

It is true that the Soviet lead- 
ers have been crying “peace! 
peace!” for a long time. They are 
doing so with great vociferous- 
ness now, At the same time, 
hardly a day goes by without 
some Soviet worthy declaring 
plously that there is no reason 
why the Communist and non- 
Communist world cannot peace-@ 
fully co-exist together. 

Mr, Lie finds encouragement 
in such declarations, But the 
professions of the Soviet lead- 
ers are meaningless so long as 
the Kremlin continues to pursue 
ils present policies. 


But There Is 
Case in Point 


When, the other day, Secretary 
Acheson suggested a course oj 
action by the Soviet government 
which, if earried out would dem- 
onstrate Russia's professed will 
to peace by deeds and not mer- 
ely with words, he was denounc- 
ed by Soviet spokesmen as a 
“liar,” a “Fascist-minded diplo- 
mat” and a “hired®lackey of the 
warmongers.” 

It may be tiresome to repeat 
it but, it cannot be repeated too 
often, what the Russians are ater® 
is not peace but capitulation. 

Under the circumstances, the 
kind of negotiations Trygve Lie 
Suggests would be not a move 
toward peace but only another 
incident in the cold war,
